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d. llUJfc fl & by an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland , 
in the twenty-ninth year of the Reign ot his late Majesty 
King George the Second, intituled, “ An Act for promoting public 
“ Credit,” it was amongst other things enacted, “ That no person or 
persons who should carry on the business of a Banker or Bankers 
should, either singly or in partnership with any other, so iong as he 
or they should continue to be a Banker or Bankers, trade or traffic as 
Merchants, in goods or merchandizes imported or exported, and if any 
Banker should offend therein he should forfeit the sum of One thou- 
sand pounds:” And whereas the said Restraint has been found pre- 
judicial, and it is therefore expedient that the same should no longer 
continue ;
